When th e season starts here 
in October, the California W ater 
and 
Telephone Com pany 
will 
have brought its telephone ex ­ 
change service to a "satisfactory 
level,” the Public U tilities Com­ 
m ission of California 
reported 
this w eek to the Cham ber of 
Commerce. 
The com pany is currently e n ­ 
gaged in a $300,000 construction 
program in the Village which is 
scheduled to be finished by Oc­ 
tober. 


PROJECTS being done by the 
com pany a t this tim e include the 
laying of new cable in the north 
part of the city, laying of new 
underground conduits in th e Las 
Palm as E states, and the in sta l­ 
lation of new equipm ent in the 
central office here. 
The Commission m ade its re­ 
port on returning the 118 q u e s­ 
tionnaires to the Cham ber 
of 
Commerce, which the Cham ber 
had presented to it follow ing a 
public 
hearing 
on 
telephone 
service held here last January 15. 
It reported that each q uestion­ 
naire has been exam ined th o r­ 
oughly an d w here a service com ­ 
plaint w as evident, an investiga­ 
tion w as m ade. 


QUESTIONNAIRES w ere sent 
out by the Cham ber to ail m em ­ 
bers, and w ith one-fourth of the 
m em bers responding 100 claim ed 
service w as unsatisfactory, and 
18 said it w as satisfactory. 


TOLL FACILITIES of the com ­ 
pany were adequate during the 
last season, the Commission re­ 
ported. 
T his w as one of the 
m ajor com plaints brought out at 
the public hearing, and it was 
stated th a t Palm Springs loses 
w ealthy residents and visitors 
who are dependent 
upon effi­ 
cient telephone service to keep 
in touch w ith Eastern 
offices 
during th eir w inter vacation pe­ 
riods. 
"Records m aintained by both 
com panies, California W ater & 
Telephone and the Pacific T ele­ 
phone, show very few instances 
of overload, and then only d u r­ 
ing the busiest hours,” the re­ 
port continued.

By SUPERVISOR HOMER VARNER 
IF THE TOURIST. Health and recreation INDUSTRY 
was suddenly removed from Riverside County the tax 
base for the entire county would be seriously affected. 
Without the benefit of an analysis I would not hesi­ 
tate to say if we suddenly lost the assessed valuations of 
Palm Springs, Cathedral City, Desert Hot Springs, Palm 
Desert and the other intervening areas the tax rate for 
Riverside County would be at least $2.50 instead of the 
$1.63 that has been tentatively set for this fiscal year, 
and I believe this is a conservative estimate. 
Of every dollar spent in this county by one of our wel­ 
comed tourists the County Treasurer, directly or indi­ 
rectly, gets a part. 
When the visitor purchases gasoline 
at the service station he helps to build and maintain our 
roads and highways; when he spends his money in our 
stores, he causes that merchant to increase his inventory 
and assessed valuation; also creating employment which 
develops more assessed valuation; every 8 new employ­ 
ees creates the equivalent of another employee. 
When 
800 new jobs are created that in turn creates 100 more 
jobs, then this 8 more and finally 1 more. 
By this ac­ 
cepted standard 800 new employees actually means 909, 
all, in one way or another, creating new wealth and as­ 
sessed valuation for our county. 


RECOGNIZING THIS IMPORTANT factor to our tax 
base I have, since I took office in January 1951, been re­ 
ceptive to the problems of the tourist, health and recrea­ 
tion INDUSTRY, and so far as the tax base is concerned 
it is an INDUSTRY, a valuable INDUSTRY to Riverside 
county, second only to agriculture. 
EVERY TAXPAYER 
IN THE ENTIRE COUNTY SHOULD BE VITALLY IN­ 
TERESTED IN ENCOURAGING THE TOURIST BUSI­ 
NESS FOR IT PAYS DIVIDENDS IN A LOWER TAX 
RATE. 
Again, I repeat, try to imagine just what would 
happen to the tax rate if all of this business suddenly left 
Riverside county. 
Unfortunately there is an element in our county who

Dr. Hunter Tells Views 


On "T h e Young Elizabeth' 


(Editor's Note: Dr. G raham 
H unter, pastor of the C athedral 
City C om m unity church, is cur­

She w as 
on her way to visit a new hos­

and encourage

and patients. 
A couple of days before that 
she w alked past the crow ds of 
school

tourists at the Tower of 
London to show her interest in 
a sm all British ship about to 
sail to G reenland on a long sci­ 
entific expedition.

Unsafe for Night

The C alifornia H ighw ay Patrol 
has cautioned m otorists against 
w earing tinted or colored glnssps 
for night driving because while 
they m ay reduce h eadlight glare 
they m ay also cut the driver’s 
vision far below the m inim um 
safety level. 
W ith 
persons 
w earing 
the 
glasses, 
Patrol 
Com missioner 
Clifford E. Peterson said, “the 
ab ility .to s e e , th e road ahead 
Is often re d u ee d lo a g reater de­ 
gree th an the reduction in glare 
from oncom ing vehicles.” 
He said vision and law e n ­ 
forcem ent experts have agreed 
th at the colored glasses do not 
add anything to night driving 
safety and can result in highly 
dangerous conditions. 
Some glasses reduce visibility 
of tail lights an d signal lights 
on cars ahead, Peterson declared, 
and tests have show n th a t they 
do not outline or silhouette pe­ 
destrians as som etim es claim ed.
